Nazis Limit Children «you Have Reached Depths of Barbarism’ Writes

BERLIN, Dec. 1 (UF) — The first 
contingent of hundreds of German 
Jewish children started for a wel- 
come exile abroad today, while new 
Nazi decrees brought the ghetto 
closer. 

One hundred Jewish children left 
Schiesischer station for England. At 
Nentheim they will be joined by | 
100 from Hamburg. | 

They are to arrive at Harwich, | 
England, tomorrow and will 


be 
housed in a camp for three weeks 
or a month until absorbed by Brit- 
ish families. They are between 10 
and 17. 

The emigration was organized by 
a committee, headed by Lord Sam- 
uel, which will care for them as 
they arrive in England. | 

Before Christinas it is hoped that | 
600 more may be taken out of Ger- | 
many and Austria. 

MOTHERS, FATHERS WEEP | 

As the children scrambled into a 
special car at Schiesischer Station | 
mothers and fathers wept. The 
children, for the most part, were too 
excited to realize fully signifi- 
cance of the ‘parting. 

A United Press corregpondent 
rode with the train to the joutskirts 


of Berlin. ; 
The coach was a turm 5 be- 


wildered youngsters and hand bag- 
gage. A half-dozen heads peered 
from each open window at what 
was for all of them, probably, a last 
glimpse of Berlin. 

A kindly looking conductor stum- 
bled over suitcases leit in tne pass- 
age way. A 10-year-ola with pig- 
tails hanging down her back 
touched his arm and said: 

“Please, sir, I can't find my suit- 

“We will find it,” he answered, 
reassuringly, “it must be in the car 
some piace.” 

A Jewish woman accompanying 
the train to the Dutch frontier said 
in a low tone of relief:— 

“Thank goodness, the conductor 
is nice.” 

An unhappy little fellow sat 
quietly in a compartment. 

“My father couldn't come to 
the station to see me off,” he said. 
“He was arrested last week and 
I don't know where he is.” 

The transpla tation of these 
children. was organized in a hurry. 
Only last Saturday instructions 
were received by the Jewish com- 
munity to choose 200 for the trip. 
Arrangements were completed last 
night. 

The neediest children were se- 
lected first, recruited from Berlin, 
Breslau and Leipzig. The group 
joining them at the frontier was 
from Brem, Hamburg and Luebeck 

While permission to emigrate has 
been granted, each was permitted 
to take only what luggage he or 
she was able to carry along with 
One mark each. 

When the train crossed the fron- 
tier the children were served hot 
tea by a Dutch committee. Later in 
the day they received a hot meal. 

All the children were from ortho- 
ox families. 

MORE BANS ON JEWS 

“This was necessarily so, because 
the orthodox community in Ger- 
many is so well organized that they 
could select the neediest children 
in the short time we had at our 
disposal,” an organizer said.

| Daladier Compelled 


To Convoke Parliament 

® Daladier has been compelled to call the 
French Parliament into session for Dec. 8. 
Before Wednesday’s general protest strike 
he had stubbornly refused to convoke the 
people’s representatives. He even refused to 
consult his own cabinet on the decree meas- 
ures. He had resorted to the most lying sub- 
terfuges. Now under the pressure of the 
general walkout, and under the growing de- 
mand of his own Radical Socialist Party fol- 
lowers, he has been forced to give the peo- 
ple a voice on the issue of the oppressive de- 
* cree measures. 

Moreover, there are gathering signs that 
Daladier may be compelled to call general 
elections to account to the entire people of 
France for his totalitarian-type tactics. 

Set to shove the decrees down the throats 
of the people, Daladier was answered by a 
powerful protest of French labor. Prepared 

to open wide the gates of France to fascism, 

the French Premier was confronted with a 
. general walkout which aroused France and 
the world to the dangers. 

The French workers not only demonstrat- 
ed their strength; they gave impetus to all 
the masses who adhere to the program of 

the Popular Front to consolidate their forces 

for a sharper fight against reaction. 
Prior to the general strike French Big 

Business demanded the outlawing of the 
Communist and Socialist parties, as a first

step for an attack on all labor. In fact, the 


decree laws were meant to be just a planned 
prelude to.even more fascist-like measures. 
The general strike went far to deter both 
Daladier and his backers from carrying out 
their Hitler-like plans. 

The 200 rich plutocratic families of 
France are trying to meet the determination 
of the French people to restore representa- 

tive government by the most vicious provoca- 
tions in the form of these huge lockouts. But 
the French populace, now strengthened by 
Wednesday's general protest strike, will take 
up the challenge with greater resolve to de- 
feat French fascism. 
Wholesale lockouts are not, as the capi- 
» talist press wants to make out, the result of 
the general strike, but they are part of the 
original plans of the 200 rich families. It is 
* because they are frenzied at the strength 
and determination shown by the workers 
that the French trusts are seeking ven- 
geance. 

Daladier and his crowd are trying to pa- 
rade in the pose of “saviors of democracy.” 
They are trying to make an imperative ne- 
cessity appear as a choice. Wednesday’s gen- 
eral protest strike succeeded not only in reg- 

istering a magnificent protest against the 
* decree laws; it also compelled Daladier to 
backstep on many fascist-style measures he 
was considering. 

The forces of democracy in France as a 
consequence of Wednesday’s nation-wide pro- 
test are stronger, more determined and more 
vigilant. It is to wipe out this aftermath of 
the general walkout that the employers are 
resorting to punitive measures. 

* But none — not even the most brash dis-

The Maneuvering in 
The Republican Party 


An inner dispute is now taking place in- 
side the ranks of the leading committee of 
the Republican Party. 

The dispute has been dramatized by. the 
bickering over the election of Kenneth Simp- 
son of New York to the Republican National 
Committee. 

Republican leaders are now in session to 
figure out how they can best advance to new 
assaults against the New Deal in order to 
shatter its achievements and replace it with 
the brutal rule of. Wall Street monopoly. 

But, they have two ideas on how to ex- 
ecute their scheme most effectively. 

There is the out-and-out Hoover and Gird- 
ler crowd; and there is the new group which 
has succeeded, in the recent election, in win- 
ning certain successes by posing as “liberals.” 

The “new” group is eager to try on a na- 
tional scale, for 1940, the technique of out- 
New Dealing” the New Deal in “progressive” 
promises. It proposes to take advantage of 
the weaknesses of the New Deal, promise 
greater benefits, more social insurance, etc., 
to the people. 

At the same time, this group pledges to 
Big Business “reduced budgets” and the 
“American way” in giving Big Business a 
free hand. 

In the editorial comment of the New York 
Herald Tribune is this seen most clearly. 

Fresh from merciless attacks on the 
Wagner Law, social security, minimum wages 
and any hint of regulation of monopoly, this 
organ of Big Business now proclaims its 
poetically ardent desire for “new candidates, 
new powers of imagination and creative 
thought... young leaders who will face new 
problems with new solutions, flexible in re- 
spect to methods and means, and loyal to es- 
sential American principles . . . who will wel- 
come progress, etc., etc.” 

In brief, the “new” school of Tory strate- 
gists believes that the cleverest move now 
for Wall Street, in its fight to smash up the 


progressive achievements of the New Deal 
and labor, is to don a New Deal progressive 


mask. 

The gentlemen of the Hoover stripe, typi- 
fied by the New York Sun, for example, are 
jittery over this approach. It’s perfectly 
agreeable to them to use deceit; but suppose, 
they fearfully ask, the American people really 
demand that these new “liberal” promises be 
actually carried out by Congress? And be- 
sides, the Hooverites feel that they can 
stampede certain middle-class elements with 
downright reactionary incitements against 
labor and progressivism. 

All this maneuvering among the Repub- 
lican leaders is only a recognition of the fact 
that the American people remain strongly 
for the New Deal, and that even large num- 
bers of Americans who voted Republican 
three weeks ago did so in the belief that they 
were voting for progressive measures.

In thesg days of world-change when the 
daily news affects the daily bread of millions, 
the men who write the news, as well as those 
who make it, are increasingly the subject of 
popular scrutiny.

Fortunately, however, not all newspaper- 


men in this land don the colored shirts of the 


enemies of democracy. America has another 
journalistic tradition. Illuminating indeed is 
the recently issued volume of Letters of Lin- 
coln Steffens, generally accredited as “Amer- 
ica’s Greatest Reporter.” g 


Steffens began as a reproter with the 
“traditional American liberal“ outlook; he 
ended his long career believing Communism 
to be the solution to the World’s evils. He 
came to that viewpoint slowly, with great 
self-searchings. He returned from the So- 
viet Union and wrote: “I have seen the future 
—and it works.” 

Steffens—“The Muckraker”—came first 
into the public eye with his series “The 
Shame of the Cities” wherein he blasted the 
civic corruption foisted upon many areas in 
America by the fast-growing monopolies and 
trusts at the turn of the century. As the 
New York Times reviewer said: “Steffens

came to believe that back of the petty larceny 
there is grand larceny, and that back of the 
political corruption and supporting it, is busi- 
ness corruption.” 

Inevitably Steffens arrived at the conclu- 
sion that it is no matter merely of “good” 
men and “bad” men. He saw the ruling mo- 
nopolies get a strangle-hold upon a nation of 
men: saw the agents of monopoly seduce the 
honesty and corrupt the institution of democ- 
racy in many an American city. He lived to 
see these ruling monopolies in Germany, Italy 
and Japan threaten a whole world of men. 
He lived long enough to become one of the 


most ardent of all anti-fascist champions. He 
had arrived at the fundamental truth of our 


times. 

The Times reviewer said Steffens never 
ceased to be a liberal. In the truest sense of 
the word, he didn’t. It is inevitable that the 
true liberal of today, the genuine adherent 
of the democratic form of government comes 
to realize he must give every last ounce of 
energy to combat fascism—and thus ensure 
the survival and the flowering of democracy. 

Great reporters seek the truth and are 
not afraid to write it. They must inevitably 
come to “Stef’s” conclusion as all true dem- 
ocrats will. The career of John Reed and of 
Lincoln Steffens, America’s two greatest re- 
porters, underscore that truth. And the 
American people, vigilantly guarding their 
hard-won rights, zealous for truth, will turn 
to those who represent the best traditions 
of Reed and Steffens.
